cruisers in the direction of Mexico proceeds with 
some celerity. If proof were needed that a war 
establishment costing nearly $300,000,000 a year 
could make a demonstration in the Southwest 
more expeditiously than, for example, the United 
States forces did in 1846-47, the experiment must 
be regarded as highly satisfactory. , 
Sixty-five years ago Zachary Taylor was on the 
Texas border with a command of 3200 regulars. 
It Was called “an army of observation.” The 
present exhibition of militarism is officially de- 
scribed as a “maneuver.” Taylor’s observations 
/were so intimate that in the course of time he 
} came into conflict with the Mexicans, and thus 
began a war the motives of which, whatever its 
advantages to civilization, have had few de- 
fenders. , 
In that case, as in this, the people were kept 
fa ignorance or misinformed as to the nature 
of the proceedings. There were no railroads or 
telegraphs in the Far West. Mexico itself then, 
as now, was a sealed book. Nobody on either 
side of the line knew exactly what was going on, 
but suspicion in this country rested’ upon the 
same power, which was as aggressive as the 
money power and the jingoes appear to be at this 
moment. | 
Considering the difficulties of transportation 
jen communication, the Americans made what 
was for them a record’ after Taylor’s first blood- 
shed. They marched, drifted down rivers and 
sailed on the Gulf thousands of miles to the en- 
emy’s country, and in about a year had two im- 
portant armies on the ground. Scott received 
orders in November, 1846, to proceed with all 
haste to Vera Cruz. He landed in March, 1847, 
and began his victorious progress toward the cap- 
ital. Probably we could repeat the achievement 
now in a fortnight. 
While the operations were under way columns 
led by Kearney, Doniphan and Fremont were 
moving into New Mexico and California to reap 
the long-contemplated harvest. Kearney was six 
weeks on the march from Fort Leavenworth to 
Santa Fe, and Doniphan and Fremont were 
months in reaching the Coast, occupying territory 
which was never to be surrendered. 
Few wars begin in obedience to popular will, 
and fewer still end in accordance with the pro- 
gram. Practically the only thing that the Ameri- 
can people know about foreign war is that armies 
of “observation” and armies engaged in “maneu- 
vers” in disturbed regions are likely to come into 
collision with other forces similarly disposed. 
War is almost always “declared” long after it 
exists. 
The war game is conducted with edged tools. 
It is a costly game. It is a game that two can 
play, and it never is settled by those by whom 
it is started. Those who engage in it lightly 
have a grave responsibility. To do so without 
the fullest publicity and popular support is noth- 
ing short of foolhardiness,

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_ REGULATION OF COLD STORAGE. 

By a vote, of 101 to 35 the New York Assem- 
bly has passed 4 bill designed to cure the evils 
disclosed by the New York World’s investigation 
of the cold storage business in that State. One 
of the provisions of the bill limits the cold 
storage period on meats to six months. Assem- 
blyman Brennan, the author of the bill, says it 
has a two-fold object—to reduce the death rate 
among the poor due to the unsanitary practices 
of the cold storage industry, and to. decrease the 
cost of foodstuffs, whose cornering has been 
simplified by the facility with which perishable 
products can be kept indefinite periods. Storage, 
says “Mr. Brennan, is not to conserve a com- 
modity, but to corner it, The practice is partly 
responsible for the empty market basket. 

The Cold Storage Trust is making a desperate 
fight against this proposed law and hopes to de- 
feat it in the New York Senate. But now that the 
public is awake to the conditions, it is hardly 
likely that ‘the Legislature will dare to disre- 
gard public opinion. New York will secufe food 
regulation and the people will be greatly bene-

“My dear man, those poor girls are shivering 
while you are delivVering an oration. Besides, I 
am due to lungh with my friend, Schlorlemer, 
and that magnifitent Moselle of his will spoil if it 
is kept on ice too long.” 

Therewith the Emperor gave a signal to his 
chauffeur and the unhappy Burgomaster was left 
staring after the vanishing automobile.

The “crop killers’ entered the specu- 
lative arena in the late trading the past 
week, changed bearish sentiment to 
bullish, put to flight an overextended 
short Interest and caused a recovery in 
the wheat market that wiped out earlier 
losses made on bearish statistical news. 
Reports of Hessian fiy damage in Illi- 
nois and Indiana and unseasonably hot 
weather in Texas’ were the basis for 
the revival of the destructionists. 


Nobody, however, wil] take the crop e. 


killers seriously at this seagon, for any 
lefigth of time, especially as the wheat 
crop is barely out of the ground, and 
has been blessed with an unusually 
open and mild winter, with an early dry 
seed bed, followed by a late abundance 
of moisture, a condition most ideal for 
the early growth of the plant. 

Again, the trade has not forgotten 
the Hessian fly damegse reports of a 
year ago, which proved an allround 
joke, orthe lie that was given to crop 
experts by the ultimate grain yield, both 
domestic and foreign, breaking al] rec- 
ords, despite the fact that these same 
experts had every important crop re- 
duced by 25 to 5) per cent of a normal 
yield, while the growing season was on. 

he road of the crop killer should not 
be easy trading this year if one is to 
judge by his fake records of the past. 

Foreigu Conditions Good. 

There was no change in the forel 
crop situation during the week and the 
summary was unusually favorable. 

Broomhall's Russian cable reported 
weather in the Southwest milder, fol- 
lowing the severe cold spell, and the 
outlook for the wheat crop generally 
satisfactory.

\why it should not have shown it. 
Central’s Action Questioned. 

It was this same railway officer who, 
nine months ago, when the Govern- 
ment had first intervened to compel 
postponement of the rate increr °-s 
pending revie.. by the Interstate Com- 
mission, declared that “if the rauways 
are to remcin solvent, the enly recourse 
now is an advance of freight rates. 

The fact that this sweeping state- 
ment was made at a moment when the 
company was itself negotiating loans 
showed its recklessness; the fact that, 
in immediate sequence to the recent rate 
decision the company has borrowed $20,- 
000,000 at home and $10,000,000 abroad, un- 
der peculiarly favorable conditions, 
proves its baselessness. No impression 
could possibly be made new on the 
public mind by another assertion from 
the same source, intimating that the 
Central’s dividend need not have been 
reduced but for the Commerce Commis- 
sion’s action. 

The truth of the matter is that the 
New York Central’s dividend should 
have been reduced whatever had been 
the commissioners’ decision en railway 
rates, and this. for the reason that 
the dividend was most improperly in- 
creased from § to 6 per cent a year ago. 
That increase has since been defended 
by the company’s authorities (in face of 
the fact that 6 per cent was not even 
then being earned, and that a season 
of trade reaction was plainly ahead), on 
the ground that high dividends were nec- 
essary to preserve the company’s credit. 

Had this theory been advanced by 
only one railway man it might have 
been classed with the ether theory of 
impending bankruptcy in default of a 
10 or 20 per cent advance in freight 
rates. But the same proposition was so 
repeatedly asserted by responsible rail- 
way men, that it is possible te describe 
it only as a sort of hallucination. 

Bond Market the Factor. 

There was this much of excuse for it 
—that the bond market of a year ago 
had become decidedly unreceptive to 
new railway loans on the former terms. 
Most people conversant with financial 
matters found the cause for this in 
the money market itself, but it was 

ssible at least, to argue, that if earn- 
ngs and dividends were larger, the 
lending community weuld more 
complacent. But to ng | fro). this as- 
sertion to the further inference, t... 
to increase dividends en earnings 
were not increasing, and\that te pay 
out to shareholders money which was 
needed for the puroperty, would make 
the company’s creditors . nthusiastic, 
pate - overstep the line of outright ab- 
surdity. 

The best that can now be said, is 
that with the return of the money mar- 
ket to more rormal conditions, these 
strange vagaries are in the way, to dis- 
appear. ith them in due season 
there will possibly disappear some kin- 
dred vagaries, lately much prevaient 
in other industries. 

When a trade authorit~ ef such stcnu- 
ing as the Iron Age, editorially points 
out as the highest merit. of the veto 
on increased railway rates, that it also 
challenges indirectly the propriety of 
fixing prices for iron and steel on iu.e 
basis of newly discovered theory, anu 
in deflance of economic law and pre- 
cedent, it will be recognized th t olu- 
fashioned businesa sense is coming to 
its own again. 

The stock market drifted idiv on the 
week, ignoring the Mexican situation, 
and less favorable statements of trade, 
than expected, trom the Steel Corpora- 
tion and Copper Producers’ Association. 
Closing prices, generally, shewed sma. 
advances on the week.

VINDICATION OF 
THE REV. BURDETT 
LONG KEPT SECRET 


Registered Mail Lost When He 
Was Clerk Found Soon After 
but Not Announced. 


POSTOFFICE IS. WORRIED 





Says It Never Happened and 
Preacher Explains Why 
Records Don’t Show It. 


The Postoffice Department at Wash- 
ington has been greatly perturbed since 
the publication recently of the extraor- 
dinary story of the vindication, after 36 
years, of the Rev. Charles Burdette of 
Springfield, Mass., of a suspicion of tak- 
ing $3500 while a postal clerk at Peoria, 
Ill., and after an investigation, it is- 
sued a statement saying it never hap- 


pened. 

The Post-Dispatch, which, along with 
other newspapers, gave publicity te the 
Burdette case, has conducted an inves- 
tigation of its own to ascertain if it was 
misled at the time the story was pub- 
lished. Burdette did not take advant- 
age of an opportunity to make a con- 
firmatory statement. This he now does, 
as does his brother, a Chicago lawyer, 
who gave the facts for the original pub- 
lication to the Chicago Inter-Ocean 
from which the Post-Dispatch obtained 
its confirmation. 

Attorney Burflette, who was simply 
furnishing material for a serie# of post- 
office romances, neglected to tell the 
Irter-Ocean the missing package had 
been found about ten years after its 
disappearance. The finding of the pack- 
age, therefore, was presented as a recent 
event. This error apparently, is the 
cause of the anxiety of the Postoffice 
Attorney 
Burdette did not mention the date of 
the finding of the package because it 
did not seem to him apropos, but the re- 
porter jumped at a conclusion he never 
meant to convey. 

A Springfield (Mass.) dispatch says: 

“That ‘The mills of God grind slowly 
yet they grind exceedingly small’ is 
true, was the comment by the Rev. 
Charles E. Burdette of Longmeadow, 
who, after 36 years, has been publicly 
exonerated of false charges in connec- 
tion with the less of registered letters 
containing 7m, when he was a’ postal 
clerk. 

‘The Rev. Mr. Burdette told his stery, 
in substance as follows: 

“In the early 70’s Gen. D. W. Magee, 
then postmaster of Peoria, Ill, who 
had known Burdette since he was a 
youngster, appointed him registry clerk 
in the pos‘toffice. 

‘In 1874 John Comstock, real estate 
operator, told Clerk Burdette he had 


| $2500 which he wished to send in 12 reg- 


istered letters. Burdette advised Com- 
stock to use money orders as being 
safer, but Comstock wouldn’t have it 
that ~7ay. 

“Burdette placed the package in a 
pouch which he delivered in person to 
the driver of the mail wagon. When 
the mail train arrived the railway mail 
clerk opened the pouch and dumped its 
contents on the sorting table. There 
was a registry book, but no package, 
and the mail clerk refused to sign the 
registry book. When the book came 
back to Burdette unreceipted he turned 
white as the thought flashed through 
his mind, ‘I am the only person in the 
mail 
was worth stealing.’ 
owner of the money, demanded the dls- 
charge of Burdette, who he publicly 
tranded as a thief, as a man who pro- 
cured information in the guise of a 
friend, anu, having seemingly covered 
his trail robbed the mails. 


Old General Stands by Him. 

“Gen Magee sent for Burdette and did 
not offer Burdette his hand as was his 
wont. ‘Tell me about these registered 
letters,” he said bluntly. Burdette re- 
lated everything from beginning to end. 
When be had finished, Gen. Magee said, 
‘My boy, I helieve you. I am with you 
to the finish.’ 

“Comstock finally out of regard for the 
Burdette family, which he «explained 
‘shouldn't be made to shoulder the op- 
rrobrium of such a crook,’ decided not 
to prosecute. but he demanded Bur- 
dette’s discharge. }_ Postmaster Magee, 
as good as his word, flatly refused to 
discharge Burdette. ‘I’ve got to be 
shown that he stole the money,’ he 
said, in effect. 

“The outcome was that Postmaster 
Magee lost his position and two years 
after the disappearance of the money 
Burdette decided to go to college. From 
college and universities he entereg tke 
ministry, and in 1884 married Miss: Min- 
nie Russell of this city. They spent 
several years in missionary work in the} 
Far East, and then returned to the 
United States. 

Found in the S0s., 

“Several years ago Mr. Burdette was 
in Peoria and’ learned from a_ post- 
office employe that some time in the 
80’s the money had been found in San 
Francisco in the lining of a mail pouch 
which had been taken ‘from the San 
Francisco postoffice for Bao 

“Overjoyed, Burdette sought John 
Comstock, expecting to Be the recipient 
of apologies and congratulations, but 
Comstock was still nursing his ‘griev- 
ance. He had to admit Burdette’s in- 
nocence. Burdette sadly turned away. 
He would make no further effort to set 
himself right in the eyes of the public, 
he decided. ‘My own conscience was 
clear and the postoffice records showed 
that there had been no — said Mr. 
Burdette.”

Heretofore practically all 
of the gushers in the field have been drilled with stand- 
ard drills, and as soon as the shell above the sand was 
broken the oil and gas gushed forth in such quantities 
that it was impossible to force the casing into the sand 
to any depth. : 


The Buick well was brought in by a Johnson ro- 
tary and about fifty tons of mud and water were car- 
ried’ above the rotary bit in order to hold down the 
gas pressure. By handling in this way, the driller was 
able to carry the casing into the sand to a depth of 83 
feet. I am told that the bottom of the sand was not 
reached but that it was considered advisable to stop at 
this depth. This has proven that the oil sand at this 
point is at least 83 feet in thickness, arid probably, judg- 
ing from the wells near to the out-cropping, is from 
one hundred to three hundred feet in thickness, 

In estimating the life of this well we can only judge 
from gushers that have been producing in the California 
oil fields in the past.. I brought in the Mays well last 
March; and the well is apparently producing today just 
as much as the day we brought it in. The depth of the 
Buick well and the depth of the wells in this immediate 
vicinity is the greatest guarantee of the life of the well. , 
The Palmer well, which is practically the same depth 
as the Buick, has been a steady producer for about four 


years.

Councilman Ed@ward V. P. Schnei- 
derhahn, chairman of the speciai 
joint commitee of the Municipal As- 
sembly which negotiated the proposed 
mill tax compromise with the United 
Railways Co., gave to the Post-Dis- 
patch last night a 
statement explaining why the com- 
mittee accepted and recommended 
the adoption of’ the agreement. It 
was the first detailed interview 
Councilman Schneiderhahn has given 
on the subject. The proposed ordi- 
Hance has been printed in full in the 
newspapers as &@ public document. 

Under the terms of the ordinance, 
Councilman Schneiderhahn said the 
city will get: 

First, betterment of service by 
three crosstown lines, universal 
transfers, loops te relieve conges- 
tion in the dewntown districts, 
certain definite extensions every 
year, and thorough supervision 
by an official board. 

Second, $1,000,000 im settlement 
of the mill tax claim, payable in 
monthly installments of $10,000. 
each. 

Third, a total of $13,036,000 dur- 
ing the life of the company’s 
franchises. 

Fourth, a definite understand-, 
ing of the company’s obligations 
to the city. 

The company will get: 

First, elimination of quo war- 
ranto proceedings to deprive it of 
rights under existing underlying 
franchises, 

Second, settlement of the mill 
tax controversy, 

“The paramount object of the com- 
mittee,” said Councilman Schneider- 
han, “was to improve the service.” 

3 More Cars Needed. 

“Much complaint was made te the 
committee that the company was not 
operating enough cars during the rush 
hours to handle the traffic. The ordi- 
nances require’ the operation of cars «v- 
ery three minutes on all lines. We 
found on 87 lines the company was oper- 
‘sting more cars than the ordinance te- 
quired, on five lines as many as the vr- 
dinances required, and on 38 lines not 
as many as the law required.

Man Who Takes Morphine 
Scourged Around Course to 
Dispel Poison’s Effect.

BLOOMINGTON, Ind., March 11.—A 
16-hour marathon race for life, witnessed 
by hundreds of persens, ended today 
at a skating rink. 

The marathon was caused by the at- 
tempt of Thomas Easton to end his 
life by taking morphine. Easton took 
10 grains and when it began to take 
effect he decided that he did not wish 
to die and staggered into Dr. J. E. 
Luzadder’s office. 

He was then-nearly dead. Unless his 


legs were kept in motion, the physician 
said, he would soon die. Chief of Police 
Hensley was called to take charge 
of the efforts to gave the man’s life, 
and he summoned a number of Indiana 
University medical students. 

Easton was stripped to the waist, his 
legs laid bare by cutting off his trousers 
above the knees,-and he was walked up 
and down the doctor’s office between 
two husky men, a third following and 
striking him on the back and the legs 
with a wet rough towel. 

When the flesh became raw, salt was 
applied. In the evening Easton was 
dragged through the streets te the 
Baugh Skating Rink, and there 500 per- 
sons watched the heroic metheds used 
to save his life. |

15,000 MORE MEN 
READY TO MARCH 








Washington Has Everything 
in Hand So as to Act 
at Once. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, March 11.—A second 
division of 15,000 United States troops is 
ready to be rushed to the Mexican bor- 
der in as quick time as the 20,000 sol- 
diers now massing there were dis- 
patched. At the War Department it 
was said that the second division weuid 
be called into the field only in an emer- 
gency, as the dazzling rush of troops to 
the Mexican frontier is but part of a 
plan of ‘“‘maneuvers.” In the same 
breath it is admitted that the maneuvers 
may require the services of additional 

troops. 

The plans of the department reach out 
still further. In addition to the pre- 
paredness of the department to dispatch 
a second division of regular troops into 
the field in less than five days, the de- 
partment is ready to rush fully one- 
third ef the national guard of all the 
states into the field within 10 days. 

The plans of the war college and Gen- 
eral Staff do not provide ror the move- 
ment of any of these additiona] troops 
except in an emergency, which would 
be the mevement of the present division 
across the frontier into Mexican terri- 
tory. P 
Men Were at Sea. 

At the time of the plans of maneuvers 
the experts did net know how far the 
administration was going, but, never- 
theless, prepared itself for the most ex- 
treme step, the invasion of Mexico. 

One of the most remarkable phases 
of the “campaign” is that the War 
Department has practically taken ov- 
er the functions of the State De- 
partment. In fact, the Navy Depart- 
ment, too, is acting under orders of 
the War Department. 

A few Gays prior to the consum- 
mation of plans for the rush of 
troops to the frontier Secretary Knox 
and Assistant Secretary Wilson of the 
State Department were consulted as 
to actual conditions in Mexico. Since 
then the Department of State has 
been ignored almost entirely. Sec- 
retary Knox has gone to Guba for 
recreation and Assistant Secretary 
Wilson is in the South.

Nearly Equal Scott’s Army 
of Invasion. 








PONTOONS ARE RIDICULED 


Streams, Including Rio Grande, 
Can Be Forded on Foot 
Nowadays.

SAN ANTOIO, Tex., March 11.—An 
army almost equal in numbers to the 
force that followed Gen. Winfield 
Scott into the City of Mexico in Sep- 
tember, 1847, is in camp tonight on 
ithe plains of San Antonio, adjoining 
the reservation of Fort Sam Houston. 

The men in khaki do not know why 
they are here. More eagerly than 
‘“iviliang they scan the dispatches for 
some inkling of the real purpose of 
their mobilization. 

They believe that Major-General 
Carter and some of his staff know, 
but Gen. Carter is enlightening no 
one. He inspected the camping 
ground this forenoon soon after his 
‘arrival. Tired by his journey of two 
nights and a day from St. Louis he 
rested all the afternoon in the resi- 
dence of the Department Commander, 
Gen. Duncan, and announced that he 
did not wish to see the newspaper 
correspondents, who are here in num- 
bers sufficient to muster an insur- 
recto colonel’s command. 

Not once in conversation have I 
heard an army man speak the word 
“maneuver” today. The weight of 
90 bullets in his cartridge belt does 
not spell “maneuver” to the enlisted 
man. Beside the $0 ball cartridges in 
belt are 110 more per man in the am- 
munition chests. 

Officers and men believe they are 
due for field service until Mexico is 
pacified, be that a fortnight or a year 
hence. They believe that suppres- 
sion of filibustering is scarcely more 
an immediate objective of their mob- 
ilization than “maneuvers,” for the 
American forces already on the Mex- 
ican border are reckoned by them 
more than sufficient to shut off the 
supplies of arms and ammunition 
drawn by the Madero  insurrectos 
from sympathizers and supply depots 
in the United States. 

The faith of the few who took un- 
questioningly the announcement of 
maneuvers was shaken further today 
by the news that Col. John L. Clem, 
chief quartermaster of the Depart- 
ment of Texas, has received orders 
to procure supplies sufficient for 
10,000 men for four months. A tele- 
graph order to rush another aero- 
plane here to replace the one wrecked 
last Sunday in the Rio Grande, and 
orders for large supplies of typhoid 
anti-toxine were additional straws 
pointing with the possible current of 
events as anticipated at Washington. 

At any rate, they are so taken 
by the encampment of soldiers specu- 
lating on what the next few weeks 
means for them. An entire trainload 
of pontoons, coming with the en- 
gineer corps from Fort Leavenworth, 
Kan., excited comment all along its 
thousand-mile journey. Thirty-three 
flat cars brought this vast amount 
of impedimenta for use at “maneuv- 
ers” in a country which has 70 
streams across which a man cannot 
walk. 

San Antonians, loath to admit that 
their country lacks anything, re- 
marked when they saw this unusual 
caravan that there isn’t a stream this 
side of the Rio Grande that hasn't 
been so dry for weeks that it could 
be bridged by a single one of the big 
scows carried On ponton wagons. 
Even the Rio Grande can be crossed 
on foot now, 

In camp tonight, within rifle shot 
of the historic Alamo, are more than 
4000 officers and men. Twelve thou- 
sand are to be assembled here of the 
20,000 ordered out for this mobiliza- 
tion. The last will be here by Tues- 
day.

Hoilstlaw said that the money was paid 
te him by State Senator Broderick in 
the latter’s saloon as a ‘bribe after he 
had voted for Lorimer, and that he 

went at once te the bank, where he de- 
posited the ameunt. 

The deposit slip issued to Holstlaw 
. was turned over to the Investigating 
Committee of the Senate and by that 
body taken to Washington. 

Beside the bank slip, the prosecutor 
is seeking the affidavit of Jarvis O. 
Newton, chief clerk of the bank. This 
was used as evidence with the de- 
posit slip, both having been given w'th 
the view of demonstrating that Holt- 
slaw did not prepare the slip. These 
papers were introduced in the Senate 
by Cummins of Iowa during the 
progress of the Lorimer case, and 
while Bailey was speaking in defense 
of Lerimer.

TOO TIGHT SHOE 
CAUSES DEATH OF 
NEW SWITCH 


Loose Footwear, aan 
Among Comrades, Would 
Have Saved Life. 


FROG PINIONS HIS FOOT 


Throws Himself to Side of Track 
as Engine Wheels Crush 
His Ankle. 


—— 

Railroad switchmen last night said 
to Post-Dispatch reporters that they 
believed Palmer Kellogg met his 
death in the Iron Mountain yards at 
the foot of Lesperance street because 
he did not wear the sort of shoe that 
more experienced men would wear 
when on duty. 

Kellogg was 20 years old. His 
foot was caught in a frog, and a train 


which he was switching bore down 
on him, causing injuries from which 
he died yesterday morning. 

Switchmen last night said that if he 
could have readily withdrawn his foot 
from his shoe, he would still be alive. 

The shoe which Kellogg wore was 
of the type usually worn by, men not 
engaged in dangerous occupations. It 
fit his foot snugly, and was laced up 
the front. Switchmen say that if he 
had been longer in the business he 
would have worn different footgear. 

Congress Gaiters Used. . 

Shoe dealers last night said that 
switchmen nearly always buy their 
shoes with the apparent purpose of 
avoiding an accident like that which 
caused Kellogg’s death. 

“They always seem to fear that they 
may be caught by a switch frog,”’ 
said the department head of a large 
outfitting store. 

“Some of them buy the old-fashion- 
ed Congress gaiters with rubber elas- 
tic in the tops. Most of them, though, 
prefer to take a shoe from one to two 
sizes too large for them, with a loose 
fitting calfskin upper, and an/ex- 
tremely thick sole. The sole seems to 
be their main reliance. 

“If it is thick, its resistance will 
give sufficient leverage to permit them 
to withdraw the foot through the 
loose upper. If it is thin the pressure 
of the switch frog will hold not only 
the sole but the foot. A few switch- 
men now wear a shoe which has an 
upper made of pure gum rubber. With 
a thick sole, this type of shoe is abso- 
lutely safe, as the foot can be with- 
drawn from it no matter how much 
pressure may be exerted on the sole.’’ 

Right Foot Cut Off. 

Kellogg was caught in a frog in 
the Iron Mountain yards Friday night 
and died 12 hours later at the Mis- 
sour! Pacific Hospita] after his right 
foot had been amputated. 

His body was taken to Salem, Mo, 
last night. 

He told his brother, Ira Kellogg of 
2709 Keokuk street, that he threw a 
switch for a freight train and that 
when he tried to step out of the 
track his foot wag caught in a gwitch 
frog. 

He saiq he swung his lantern ag a 
signal to the engineer, but that if 
there was an answering signal he did 
not see it, and for eight or ten sec- 
ondg he wag held prisoner, with death 
swiftly bearing down on him. 

As the train reached him he threw 
himself desperately to one side and 
the engine wheels passed over his 
foot and leg.

COMPANY EXPLAINS ACT

An alleged shortage Of $7000 in the 
accounts of the Funsten Bros. Fur 
Co. resulted yesterday in the arrest 
of William B. Uri, a former employe 
of the concern, and John Enghauser 
of the Enghauser Iron & Steel Co. 
President P. B. Fouke of the Funsten 


ant Circuit Attorney Charles B. Davis 
about the men, who, hé declares, con- 
nived to defraud his company. 

Davis took the complaint under ad- 
visement and announced that war- 
rants would issue Monday. 

Uri and Enghauser were locked up 
at Central District Station. Uri lives 
at 4128 South Compton avenue. Late- 
ly he has been connected with a com- 
mission firm known as Wright & Co. 
of-Thirgd street and Clark avenue. 
Enghauser lives at 1828 Coleman 
street. He is a scrap iron dealer. 

Both are about 25 years old. 

Uri up to last March was employed 
by Funsten Bros. as manager of the 
trap and supply department. His 
salary was $1200 a year. 

Was Department Head. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter Presi- 
dent Fouke said: “Our checks are al- 
ways sent in payment of bills the day 
presented, and Uri, as a confidential 
man and head of a department, was 
trusted to O K all bills and recom- 
mend their payment. He made out 
checks to the treasurer for his sig- 
nature. 

‘We found that he, with John Bng- 
hauser, whom we believe to be his 
dupe, opened an account at the Mer- 
cantile Trust Co. in the name of the 


tomers. It was represented that Eng- 
hauser was the head of this company 
and that he was to be permitted to 
draw any funds deposited in its 
name. Aug. 30, 1909, an alleged bill 
of the Abington company was paid 
by our company on Uri’s recommen- 
dation. Later a bill of the same 
company for $2500 was O K’d by me. 
I noticed that we were buying a 
little too strong and told Uri not to 
order any more. However, at inter- 
vals of a month good-sized Dills of 
the supposed: Abington company went 
through our concern up to Feb. 10, 
1910, totaling in all about $7000. 


Dectectives Were Used, 
“We became suspicious and detect- 


fves were used. We confronted Uri 
with the evidence. Uri broke down 
and declared we could treat him as 
we liked. Members of the firm did 
not wish to blast his life {if he had a 
desire to reform. We told him to 
leave St. Louis, start life anew and 
we would not molest him. 

“He did not leave St: Louis. On the 
contrary, he established himself in busi- 
ness, and has even gone so far as to 
boast about town that officers of the 
>Hunsten company were easy. When he 
began representing himself as a former 
employe of our company and failed to 
pay shippers we felt it our duty te try 
to put a stop to it.” 

In his cell Uri told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter he knew what he was charged 
with, but asked that the public suspend 
judgment of him until such a time as he 
could explain. 

“T am uow the sole owner of Wright 
& Co., in tte Fur Building. When I left 
the Funsten company I had to eat and 
support my wife and child.” 

Enghouser said: “I wish to state I 
Have done neo wrong. It is true that 
checks were placed in bank by me 
which were payable te the Abington 
Trap Co., but they were always in favor

severe dose for the United Ratil-

“The consent of the company to 
the measure,” he said, “was 
brought about by the necessity for 
getting new money into the cor- 
poration. The money is needed to 
take care of proposed extensions 
and improvements. Default was 
made on the last dividend due be- 
cause of a $1,500,000 indebtedness. 
Ultimately, it is expected that the 
settlement will prove profitable to 
the company, but not for a long 
time yet. 

“In regard to the mill tax there 
has been a misunderstanding ‘all 
along. The opinion prepared by 
Lawyers Judson and Green indi- 
cates there never has been any 
money judgment rendered against 
the company. What the United 
States Supreme Court held was 
that it could not interfere in a 
case wherein no Federal question 
was involved. The Supreme Court 
of this State has not given a 
money judgment. All the decisions 
as to the validity of the mill tax 
ordinance have been on preliminary 
motions.” 











$147,000 a year te the city on its under- 
lying franchises.

Payments Wil Increase. 

“The expiration of the franchises will 
reduce the payments to the city from 
year to year, while under the compro- 
mise these payments will increase at the 
rate of $3500 a year.

The only way the 
city has of forcing the company to 
relinquish a line when the franchise 
expires is by quo warranto suit. 

“Suppose, for fillustration, the city 
instituted a quo warranto suit to 
force United Railways to give up the 
Jefferson avenue line. The company 
would be very glad to be relieved of 
its obligation to operate that line, 
because it is operated at a loss. 

“But if the city forced the company, 
by quo warranto suit, to abandon the 
line then the people using it would 
rise up and want to hang the city of- 





ficlals who brought the suit, as they 





would be réquired to do under the 


law and under thelr oath of office. 
“That is the situation we found the 


city in with respect to these franchises. 
We felt that the city could afford to 
grant immunity from quo warranto 
prosecution on the franchises for the 
betterments it would ‘get. It was for 
that reason we recommended recogni- 
tion of the Central Traction franchise.” 

“Does the proposed agreement 
abridge the city’s right of regulation 
through ree endation by the Pub- 
lic Service Commission f” 

“Not at all. On the contrary, the city 
gets powers over the United Railways 
that it does not possess under the or- 
dinances and.the present laws. We get 
the right to regulate by a commission 
of three members, which we do not now 
have. We get the right to enforce ex- 
tension of lines, which we do not now 
have. 

‘We get the right to compel the, com- 
pany to build cross-town lines, which 
we do not now have, 

“We get the right to compe] the is- 
suance of universal transfers, which we 
do not now have. 

“We get the right to insist upon 
lcops for relieving congestion in the 
business district, which we do not now 
have. 

“We get the right for the Board of 
Supervision to require express lines, 
which we do not now have. 

Extensions to Follow. 

“ATi of these powers are in addition 
to all the powers of regulation con- 
ferred upon the city under existing 
laws and ordinances, 

‘In four years, under this agreement, 
we will get more extensions than we 
have obtained since the Central Trac- 
tion franchise went into effect. The 
people of North St. Louis and South 8t. 
wouls have been fighting for 20 years 
for cross-town lines and couldn’t get 
them. The people of Gratiot and Lin- 
denwood Rave been demanding street 
car lines for years and couldn't get 
them. 

“The people of the entire city have 
been demanding better service for years 
and couldn’t get it. 

“This agreement will give the city the 
power to get things that it would have 
been impossible to get otherwise. 


8-Cent Fare Impracticable. 
"YT have been asked wity it was that 


no provision was made for a 3-cent fare. 
At my own expense I have visited near- 
ly all the big cities of the country, in- 
vestigating that question. A 8-cent fare 
may be practicable in a small city, but 
I am convinced that it can never be in a 
large city. The United Railways now 
gets a net revenue of 3.3 cents for every 
passenger carried. 

“Tf its revenues were further reduced, 
it might be driven into bankruptcy. The 
service is the most important censider- 
ation for the people. 

“T am satisfied that the people will 
find, upon investigation of the erdi- 
dance, that it fully protects all the 
rights of the city, definitely fixes the

CONCESSIONS AS 
PRICE OF PEACE 


Director Declares Company Is 
Offering Big Sum for Fature 


Immunity, 

A director of the United Railways Co., 
who is thoroughly conversant with 
every detail of the negotiations for a 
compromise between the company and 
the city, gave to the Post-Dispatch last 
night the company’s attitude in the 
matter. 

He summed up the United Rallways’ 
position thus: 

The company does not belfeve it 
legally owes to the city the $1,470,000. 
mill tax demanded. Its expert tax 
lawyers have declared that the tax 
law is invalid, 

The mill tax, standing against the 

The mill tax, standing against 
the company in an unsettled con- 
dition, has depreciated the selling 
price of its securities so that the 
bonds cannot be sold except at a 
ruinous rate. 

The company has in fts treasury 
$12,000,000 in bonds, which it must 
sell to pay outstanding indebted- 
neas which will become due with- 
im six or seven years, 

If the company fought the mill tax 
case through the courts, it would 
take fully five years to adjudicate 
the case. If the company won the 
suit, the loss to the stockholders 
would amount to more than the 
price they, agree to pay the city to 
settle. 

The company is getting mo ex- 
tension of franchises, as the pres- 
ent franchise is valid umtil 1948, 
as successor to the Central Trac- 
tion Co. 

The company agreed to extend 
several lines at once, build addi- 
tional tracks every year, pay an 
additional franchise tax to the 
city of $113,000, and add $3500 to 

~ this annually until the expiration 

of its franchise for the purpose 
of being immune from future mu- 
nicipal attacks, 

“We do not concede that we legally 
owe the city the $1,470,000 mill tax 
claimed,” he said. “The company's 
attorney, Judge H. S Priest, has told 
us the tax is illegal, We employed 
F. N. Judson and John F. Green and 
Ben Schnurmacher to give us an opin- 
ion on the legality of the tax. They 
told us unequivocally that the tax 
law is invalid, 

“Then, it is asked, why.does the 
company want to pay $1,000,000 in 
settlement? 

Securities Hammered, 

“The mere fact that the mill tax 
is held against us has so depreciated 
the selling price of our securities that 
we are unable to sell more, except at 
a rulnous rate. 

‘The company has a total issue of 
general mortgage 4 per cent bonds 
amounting to $42,000,000. Of this $30,000,- 
000 has been sold, and is in the hands 
of the public. There is $12,000,000 worth 
of bonds itn the company’s treasury 
which we want to sell, to pay outstand- 
ing indebtedness as it becomes due. 

“The discount en the bonds at the 
price they are bringing today, owing to 
the shadow of doubt that the mill tax 
holds ever us in the mind of the publia, 
makes it impossible for us to sell our 
securities. Therefore, te get rid ef the 
pall on the market, we feel justified in 
making this compremise. 

Claims Franchises Novy. 

‘‘We are getting no extension of fran- 
cises, Our attorneys advise us that we 
have a valhd franchise until 1948, granted 
to the Central Traction Co. in 1898 for 
50 years. 

“The United Railways suoceeded to all 
the rights and privileges of the Cen- 
tral Traction Co. and simply changed 
its name. 

‘We are securing no new privileges, 
but in addition to the above we have 
agreed to: 

*“Bulld an east and west line on Birch- 
er read, frem Broadway, connecting the 
Taylor line at Fiorissant avenue. 

“Bulld an east and west line en St. 
Louls avenue, connecting at Broadway. 
Thig is to be done by making an addi- 
tion up St. Louis avenue to Ninth street 
and agreeing te eperate an east and 
west line. 

“Cennect the Grand avenue line frem 

the Water Tower with the Baden line. 
{ “For all the above, we agree te trans- 
fer passengers by an additional trans- 
fer from.the Broadway line to each of 
the above lines, and vice versa. 


No Added Revenue. 
“A mement’s reflection will show that 


this will greatly increase transperta- 
tion facilities to the people going to and 
from North St. Louls, without a cent of 
additional revenue to the company. 

“In South St. Louls the company five 
years ago abandoned the operation of 
the Chouteau avenue as a direct east- 
and-west line to King’s Highway, sim- 
piy because it did not pay. It is agreed 
under the compromise that this, as an 
east-and-west line, shall be restored. 

“In addition to the above, we were 
asked and have promised to operate an 
east-and-west line by building about a 
mite of double track on Arsenal street. 

“Neither of the east-and-west lines 
will add a doliar of revenue to the com- 
pany, but they will give better service 
to both North St. Louis and South 8&t. 
Louls. 

“In addition, we have agreed to bufld 
a line out Grand avenue, running south 
to Carondelet Park. That will doubt- 
less turn truck gardens into residence 
lots, but ft will be several years before 
it will become profitable to the com- 
pany from the point of operation. 

Spur to Lindernweod, 

“A @emand was made and granted 
for a mfle of track from the present 
terminus of the Tower Grove line, south- 
west toward Artoe, Lindenwood and 
Maplewood. 

“A like Cemend was made, and was 
wanna: bane 1500 feet # addi- 
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tional track at the west terminus ef the 
line running eut Florissant evenue to 
a let of vacant property tn that direc- 
tion. 

“In ition the fran- 
chise Ge tar 191 Be oe to $147,- 
000 to the city. For the year 1911, we 
agree to pay $260,000. And every 
year thereafter an additional $3500 to 
this amount until the expiration of 
our franchise. So that in 1912, thé 
tax will be $268,500, and in 19138, $267,- 
000, and so on. 

“All these additions and extensions, 
plus the $1,000,000 we agree to pay, 
plus the $118,000 per annum we 
agree to pay, plus the $3500 addition- 
al per year we agree to pay, are what 
the, Council Committee demanded, and 
what we have conceded. 

“To put it plainiy and mildly, we 
are making this adjustment or com- 
promise to secure fmmunity from fu- 
ture municipal attack.”

BILLS FOR CAPITOL 
IN JEFFERSON CITY 


First Is for $3,000,000 Bond Is- 
sue to Be Voted on at Spe- 
cial Election Aug. 4. 


SECOND FOR $5,000,000 


Precautionary Measure in Re- 
serve in Case the First Is De- 
feated by People.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 11.— 
Two propositiong providing for the 
construction of a new State capitol 
at Jefferson City were passed by the 
House this afterncen with little op- 
position. 

The firet t @ spectal act, autRhor- 
ised by the State constitution fer 
emergeneciega and provides for the 
submission to the people at a especial 
election for their approval] or rejec- 
tion a proposition to issue $38,000,000 
in 8% per cent bonds for the con- 
struction and equipment of a new 
State capitoL This act provides for 
an additional State tax levy of 2 
centg on the hundred dollarg valua- 
tion to pay the interest and to re- 
deem the bonds as they fall due. 
The bonds cannot run longer than 18 
years end the proposition to issue 
them must be authorized by a two- 
thirds majority of the voters 

Approved by Hadley. 

This bill wags introduced in the 
State Senate by Senator Allee and 
in the House by Lightfoot of 8t. 
Clair. The Allee bill came up for 
third reading in the House before 
the other was engrossed. 

This plan is approved by Gov. Had- 
ley and was first recommended by 
him in a special message to the Leg- 
islature following the destruction of 
of the old capitol by fire. 

The second plan to build a new 
State capitol at Jefferson City is pro- 
vided in a Senate amendment intro- 
duced fn the Senate by Senator Gard- 
ner and in the House by McCarthy of 
Pemiscot. This amendment will be 
submitted to the people at the regu- 
lar election in 1912 if the special act 
is rejected by the voters at a special 
election to be held Aug. L 

Wtll Be Held in Reserve, 

It was passed as a precautionary 
measure and will be held in reserve 
until the outcome of the emergency 
act is known. If that carries this 
amendment will not be needed. But 
many of the members who voted for 


would be beaten for the reason that 
it requires two-thirds majority. 
This amendment provides for a bond 
issue of $5,000,000 to run 80 years 
and a tax levy of 2 cents on the $100 
valuation to pay the interest and re- 
deem bonds as they become duc. 


This amendment provides that the} 


bonds issued under {ft shall be ex- 
empted from taxation. This was sug- 
gested by Col. Phelps’ who said if 
the bonds were not taxed they could 
be disposed of in Missouri while, if 
taxed, Missourians would not pur- 
chase them and the the State would 
be forced to sell them to outsiders. 
$500,000 for Equipment. 

Farris ef Crawford submitted an 
amendment, which was adopted, pro- 
viding that $500,000 of the $5,000,000 
bond issue be used in equipping the 
capitol and purchasing additonal 
grounds. 

Jefferson Cityans are jubilant to- 
night over winning both propositions. 

Two more bills must be passed 
through the General Assembly before 
the act passed this afternoon becomes 
effective. One of these provides for 
the special election and the other 
creates a commission for the con- 
struction of the new capitol. Farr's 
introduced the latter bill in the 
House this afternoon, It provides 
that the Board of Permanent. Seat of 
Government, comprised of the State 
officers, be empowered to select a 
commission te build the new state 
house if the people authorize the is- 
suance of the bonds, 


LIFE TERM FOR GIFT 
OF POISONED CANDY 


Women Convicted of Sending 
Sweets That Made Girl Ill and 


Killed a Child, 


KANSAS CITY, Mo, March 11,— 
Mrs. Sarah Morash, convicted of caus- 
ing the death of 4-year-old Ruth Mil- 
ler of Kansas City, Kan., with pois- 
oned eandy she was charged with 
having sent to her stepdaughter, El- 
la Van Meter, four years age, was 
taken to the Kansas Penitentiary to- 
day to begin serving a life sentence. 
The four years which have passed 
since the alleged crime have been 
spent in jail by the woman, who 
awaited final disposition of her case by 
the State Supreme Court, which re- 
cently affirmed the verdict of the 
lower court. 

The candy was sent to Miss van 
Meter anonymously and she gave 
some of it to the Miller child.

Negro Champion May Never De- 
fend His Title, His Actions 
Indicate. 


HAS BIG WEIGHT MARGIN 


But Giants Don’t Always Prove 
Winners, History of Prize 
Ring Shows.

NEW YORK, March 11.—There is no 
other and- younger Jeffries in sight, 
and the chance of another great heavy- 
weight world’s championship battle 
seems far away. Carl Morris of Sapul- 
pa, Ok., is a giant and young, and he 
is winning fights. But up to date he 
has done nothing to show that he will 
ever take a place among the cham- 
pions. 

But even if giants are scarce, some 
fighter equal to the task of meeting 
Jack Johnson may come up before long. 
Sam Langford is a much smaller man, 
but Langford looks like a good con- 
tender for the heavyweight title. Sam 
has beaten all of his opponents in a 
fashion that proves him dangerous to 
anybody. Johnson won’t have an ex- 
cuse for evading Langford much long- 
er—and holding the title. The cham- 
pion does not seem anxious to fight 
again. He has turned down several of- 
fers of big purses in England and 
France—has entirely ignored them. Ap- 
parently he does not intend to fight 
again. It is quite likely that Jehnson 
knows how much Langford has im- 
proved, and that he is not at all anx- 
ious to try out the Boston Tar Baby. 
And if Langford Would have a chance 
with Johnson some heavyweight, now 
just starting, may have as good a 
chance in @ year or two more. 

Size Is Not Everything. 


Looking back over our long list of 
‘ great fighters, I can pick out many who 


proved in the ring that size is not 
everything. Away back in the London 
prize ring days, when fighters did not 
wear gloves, but fought on the turf 
with spiked shoes on their feet, Charlie 
Mitchell met John LL. Sullivan for the 
world’s championship and a side bet of 
$2500. This historic battle was held in 
Chantilly, France, in a private park. 
There were few spectators. It was 
purely a sporting proposition. Rain 
fell heavily that day and the mud was 
ankle deep. 

Charley Mitchell, known as the ‘‘Box- 
ing Champion of England,” was a light 
midileweight, almost a welter. But he 
was a wonderful boxer: Sullivan, com- 
pared to him, was a giant. The fight 
was desperate from the start. It 
lasted 49 rounds, at the end of which 
time both were too weary to do fur- 
ther execution and by mutual agree- 
ment the mill was stopped and declared 
a draw. 

One of the most famous cases of a 
small man against a large one was the 
fight in which Joe Wolcott, five feet 
one inch tall, welterweight, knocked 
out the clever and hard-hitting héavy- 
weight Joe Choynski. Wolcott fairly 
had to jump into the air to reach 
Choynski’s jaw, but he reached it. 


Fitz Was Just a Middleweight. 
Bob Fitzsimmons, always fighting as 


a middleweight, knocked out Gus Ruh- 
Hin, the Akron giant: Jim Corbett, Peter 
Maher and a score or so of other 
good heavies. He proved beyond’ all 
doubt that a lawky, long-limbed middle- 
weight with a “kick’’ is a match for 
any man. If Fitzsimmons were in his 
prime now he could give Johnson all 
the fighting he cares for, and perhc»s 
more, 

Then there was little Tom Sharkey, 
who was built like a miniature Hercu- 
les and never knew when to quit. 
Sharkey fought Jeffries 25 desperate 
rounds for the worid’s championship 
and when Siler declared Jeffries win- 
ner, many of those in the crowd held 
a different opinion, Jeffries won, as 
the outcome proved, for while he came 
through the milling uninjured shar- 
key’s ribs were caved in and he never 
recovered his best fighting form again,

Father McD®@nald died yesterday at 
St. Anthony’s Hospital from nervous 
breakdown, due to overwork. He had 


labored unceasingly to build the new 8St. ‘' 


Ann's Church, completed last April at 
a cost of $150,000. 

Father McDonald was also manager 
of Chureh Progress, a religious weekly. 
He was famous as the founder of the 
first free parochial school in St. Louis 
and noted for his devotion to the wel- 
fare of the young folk of his parish.

ALTERNATE: JUDGES NAMED 





Leader Denies That He Had 
Anything to Do With Petro- 
sino’s Assassination.

VITBRBO, Italy, March 1L—The 
trial of 36 members of the Neapolitan 
Camorra, including the alleged head 
of the organization, Enrico Alfano, 
also known as “Erricone,” for, the 
murder of Gennaro Cuoccolo, and his 
wife, Maria Cutinelli Cuoccolo, .“the 
beautiful Sorrentina,” was begun te- 
day and then postponed. 

For the first time in. Italy, two 


presidents of the court .were appoint- 
ed to direct the trial, so that if one 
should unavoidabl? be absent the 
other might take his place. 

Most of the day was given over to 
the selection of a jury, but notwith- 
standing the threats of the presiding 
judge to apply the severest fines 
against citizens offering pretexts for 
not serving on the jury, almost un- 
surmountable dificulties arose at the 
last moment and the trial was ad- 
journed until Tuesday. 

“Ericone’’ protested against the ac- 
cusation that he was in any way con- 
nected with thé murder of the American 
detective, Lieut. Joseph Petrosino, at 
Palermo, in 1909, one of the crimes that 
the Government authorities are anxious 
to connect the Camorra with. 


Comfession of the Spy. 


The revelations made by Gennaro 
Abbatemeggio have been grouped 
under six heads. They were made to 
Marshal Capezzuti of the Legion of 
Carabineers in Naples, who in the 
guise of an aspirant to membership 
in the Camorra, bought some infor- 
mation from the murders as he said 
he would require to hold over the 
heads. of any member who might 
oppose his entrance to “the beauti- 
fully reformed so¢iety.” 

When Abbatemeggio learned that 
he had been duped he made the best 
of the situation by becoming a police 
Spy, and repeated his revelations in 
the form of a confession. As taken 
down by the police, they are as fol- 
lows: 

1. Cuoccolo was murdered in 
revenge by the Camorra, the 
death sentence having been pro- 
nounced by its tribunal of high 
justice, — 

2. The murder was provoked by 
the fact that Cuoccolo had placed 
himself in opposition to the real 
head of the organization, Eurico 
Alfano; to the supreme nominal 
Head of the Camorra, Luigi Fucci; 
to Gennaro Ibello, head of the 
Camorra in the Vesuvian villages; 
to Giovanni! Rep!, nicknamed “the 
teacher,” because he had taught 
in the municipal schools of Na- 
ples and to Guisepp! de Marinis, 
known also as O’Mandriere or 
“A~ cattle driver.’’ 

38. Maria Cutinelli Cuoccolo, ‘The 
Beautiful Sorrentina,’’ was murdered 
immediately after her husband had 
been killed for the. reason that had 
she been spared she would have 
known who the murderers were and 
have denounced them. 

5. The executors of the crime were 
six desperadoes, one Morra and 
Corrado Sortino. After the first 
murder, which took place near the 
tram station, Morra and _ %Sortino 
gained admission to Cuoccolo’s house 
by saying thay ,hhad a message for 
his wife, killed the woman and stole 
everything in sight. 

6. While the crimes were being 
consummated the heads of the 
Camorra were banquetting at Mimi 
A’Mare. Two men entered the din- 
ing room, and approaching Alfano, 
said: 

“It is done.”” Thereupon Alfano gave 
a sigh of relief and ordered wine for 
his visitors. 


The 1906 Plot. 
Abbattemeggio also said that in 1906 


60 of the most influenti&l Camorrists met 


and discussed the necessity of ridding 
themselves of the Cuoccolos, whom they 
considered dangerous to the society. 
Abbatemeggio himself was chosen as 
one of their executors of the “suppres- 
sion.” At the last moment the fnformer, 
who, although a thorough criminal, had 
never committed murder, withdrew on 
the ground that he was ill. He was ex- 
cused, but admonished not to reveal! 
what he knew on pain of death. 
Acting on the information given by 
Abbatemagglio, the police obtained suffi- 
clent evidence to order the arrest of 60 
persons early in 1907. Information 


reached the Camorrists, several of whom 


fled. Among the seven was Alfano, who 
went to New York. There he was dis- 
covered by Petrosino, arrested and re- 
turned to Italy.

ministration of the serum is as low as 
8 per cent. The cost of producing this 
result was 25 monkeys and possibly 200 
other animals. 

Dr. Simon Flexner is the man who 
conquered meningitis. 

A small child died of it in the Rocke- 
feller family. The,oil magnate, in his 
grief, equipped the Rockefeller Institute 
with money and Dr. Flexner, and then 
called en science, thus armed, to defeat 
the children’s plague. 

In Albany are pending two bills. One, 
if passed by the Legislature, would 
establish a commission supposedly to 
investigate use of animals in medical ex- 
periments. The other would prohibit use 
of animals in experiments. 

“We have discevered how to prevent 
infantile paralysis,” Dr. Simon Flexner 
is quoted as having told the Legisla- 
tive Committee. On hig return home 
Dr. Flexner said: 

“It is true that we can see light ahead 
in our search for a cure for infantile 
parlaysis. I carinot say when success 
will come; perhaps in six months, per- 
haps in twice or three times that 
length of time, but it is sure to come if 
our hands are free, 

Declared Experiments Cruel. 

“If the most restrictive of the bills 
now up for consideration in Albany 
had been on the statute books in 
September & year ago we should 
probably know of infantile paralysis 
just what was known 2000 years azo 
and no more. If such legislation 
were passed today we might as well 
stop alj further investigation in the 
direction along which we have al- 
ready made such progress. The only 
trouble with the bill for a commission 
is that there are no abuses to pre- 
vent and no need for legislation.” 

Dr. Herbert Snow of England ar- 
gued, in the hearing at Albany, that 
medical experiments with animals are 
useless and cruel. Dr. Snow also 
took occasion to speak then of “the 
Pasteur Bubble,”~ to declare’ tHat 
germs are not the cause of diphtheria. 
and that anti-toxin had never cured 
a single case of it. Dr. Flexner had 
the cases on record to show that 25 
monkeys had physiques’ sufficiently 
like babies to give him his meningitis 
serum, and the sucess of the serum ts 
Lllustrated in the figures given above. 

“Would the wonderful advances in 
medicine have been possible without 
vivisection?” Dr. Flexner was asked 
by the Post-Dispatch. 

Advances by Using Antmals. 

“The practice of medicine has been 
‘going on for many more than 2000 
‘years and in that time milliong of 
experimentg have been made by very 
clever minds,” he replied, “but up to 
less than half a century ago no great 
progress had been made. We still 
know very little of what goes on in- 
side the body; but by using animals 
we have made advances. We would 
possibly never have gotten any ac- 
curate knowledge except by vivisec- 
tion.” 

“If the experiments had not been 
made on animals, but on human be- 
ings only, could the same results 
have been reached, and at what cost 
of life?” 

“The cure of malaria was worked 
out on human beings, poor, sick ones,’ 
said Dr. Flexner. “By animal experi- 
mentation you don’t stop the experi- 
ments; you merely change the experi- 
mental animal.” 

Few realize the cost in lives of 
small animals or the gains to man- 
kind by experiments. Scientists are 
dealing with germs s06 small that 1500 
of them laid end on end would reach 
barely across the head of pin. That 
of cancer is invisible, even in a mi- 
croscops. By experimenting on animals 
with these bacilli the diseases are re- 
produced and remedies sought. 

Saves 3000 Lives a Year. 

The anti-toxin cure for diphtheria 
was found after experiments of 10 
years on guinea pigs, rabbits and 
horses. The serum now saves 3000 
lives every year in New York City 
alone. Dr. Carrel learned the secret 
of blood transfers by the sacrifice of 
a few kittens. The cure for cancer is 
being sought in guinea pigs and mice. 

When surgeons first tried to open 
the chest cavity to reach the heart 
and lungs, the lu collapsed like a 
pair of punctured bellows. <A Ger- 
man surgeon constructed an air 
chamber over a patient, with room for 
the operating surgeon and his assist- 
ants. Recent experiments at the 
Rockefeller Institute, however, indi- 
cate that the chamber can be done 
away with and the lungs kept going 
by a tube placed in the windpipe, 
through which a current of ether and 
air is forced into the lungs. Thus 
far these tests have been confined to 
animals, but their sucecssful appli- 
cation to man is promised. 

Used to Restore Life. 

“Could this process be used to re- 
store life?” Dr. Flexner was asked. 

“Oh, yes, it does now,” he replied. 
“It is similar to the process of resus- 
citation in drowning. That the heart 
can be made to resume its action 
again is one of the most amasing 
things we have been able to do with 
the human body. It never could have 
happened with out animal experi- 
ments, 

‘With valvular diseases ef the heart,”’ 
“we now have 
reason to hope that a cure may be 
found in a surgical eperation. It may 
become possible, too, In cases of ad- 
vanced tuberoulosis, to cut out the dis- 
eased portions of the lungs, as we now 
operate on a diseased liver or kidney. 
This discovery will undoubtedly result 
in life or saving some of 
those who would otherwise die of tuber- 
culosis.” 

“Could a person suffering from a dis- 
ease like typheid fever,” Dr. Flexner 
was asked,

HE very funniest story you 
know probably actually oc- 
curred, if not in the man- 
ner of its relation to your 
self, at least it had a foun- 
dation in fact. A _ story 
that is a classic in Ameri- 

“can humor, and _ probably 
always will be, is Mark 

Twain’s, “The Jumping Frog.” 

For a long time people said this story was a 

mere figment of the Twain mind. Perhaps it was, 
but recently men have come forward to say that 
they knew it actually occurred, not precisely as 
Mark Twain told it perhaps, but close enough to 
give it the brand of verity. : 
' Among the funniest of human situations are 
those based on dual personality, or mixed 
identity. Three centuries ago Shakspeare wrote a 
comedy that is laughed at today, as perhaps it 
was a subject for merriment centuries before he 
dug it out of obscurity and rehabilitated it into 
“The Two Dromios.” 

Stories, comedies, farces, even tragedies, have 
been built upon the humorous or the serious sit- 
vations growing out of the “which is which” 
complication. But, closely as twins often resem- 
ble one another, there has usually been some char- 
acteristic in appearance or manner that would dis- 
tinguish one from the other. 

That two men should so resemble one another 
from babyhood until they were well into their 

‘60s, as not to be distinguished from one an- 
other, even by their mother or their wives, so 
that they were compelled to live apart in order to 
avoid embarrassing complications in their lives, 
is so remarkable as to be worthy of telling in this 


ce. 
Robert J. and Jesse F. Nelson of Kansas have 
hardly been able to be entirely satisfied of their 
own identity when shown photographs of one or

Robert J. Nelson related to me a series of the 
most amusing complications arising out of his re- 
semblance to his brother, which perhaps, never 
have been equaled. 

Nelson boys were born near Wooster, O.. 
in 1848, and these remarkable twins are rounding 
out a life which has been interspersed with more 

laughable cases of mistaken identity than us- 
ually falls to the lot of twins. They were born 
with a disposition to joviality, and their eagerness 
to. pranks, arising out of their close resem- 
blamce to one another, led to many of the in- 
cidents which compose this true story. 


| EByen in their babyhood their own mother could 
* not tell them apart. The common phrase to de- 
‘a close resemblance is “ds two peas in a 
pod,” but no two peas ever looked more alike 
. than the Nelson twins. They look as much like 
Ber one — as two drops of water, or two grains 


sand. 
Early in their career Mother Nelson in examin- 
_ ing her boys to discover points of difference found 
~~" that Robert had a slight indentation on the lobe 
of his right ear, which Jesse did not have, and 
only by finding this mark could she tell her boys 
apart up to the time they were four years old. 


‘The first case of mistaken identity that Robert 
can remember was when they were 5 years old. 
A neighbor, who had known the boys since their 

_ birth, called at their father’s house one day. The 
father had called Robert by his brother’s name, 
and they had laughed at him for doing so. The 
neighbor said that although the boys looked de- 

_ eidedly alike, still he could distinguish them. Their 

_ father was chagrined at this and made a wager 
‘that he would fool the neighbor inside of five 

minutes. 

Mr. Nelson stood the boys up before the neigh- 

. bor and asked him to say “which was which.” The 

_ heighbor put his hand on the shoulder of one of 
_ the boys and said, “This is Jess.” He was right.

The boys were dressed exactly alike, but Mr. .told him about my brother and the wonderful 


Nelson surmised that there might be a soiled 
spot on the dress of one of them by, which his 
friend was able to name the boy correctly.

“I noticed that one 
of the boys had a spot 
on his waist, and I 
asked him his name. 
He told me he was 
Jess,” the neighbor re- 
plied, laughingly. “It 
was easy to name him 
after that. When you 
took the boys inside I 
knew you had discov- 
ered the spot and were

It was a bit of coun- 

try shrewdness on the 
part of the neighbor, 
which the town 
laughed at, but Mr.

‘When the boys weré 
about 7 years of age 
the family lived in 
Jerseyville, O., where 
the twins attended the 
village school. Their: 
teacher, Mr. Allison, 
never was able to tell 
which was Bob and 
which was Jess, and as 
the boys were equally 
mischievous and _ al- 
ways getting in 
scrapes, for a long time 
he was sadly perplexed 
which to punish when one of them got into 
trouble. He solved the problem by hHcking them 
both when one was charged with an infraction 
of the rules. 

“Our lives have been a series of amusing com- 
plications which were in a measure due to the 
fact that we both followed the same occupation,”’ 
said Robert Nelson to me recently at his home in 
Deering, Kan. “When we were cubs just out of 
school we both learned to be telegraph operators, 
and: this led to many amusing incidents. 

“T remember one such that might have had its 
serious side had it not been for the fact that the 
victim was a man of strong sense. I was a-tele- 
graph operator for the Wabash Railway at Taylor- 
ville, Ill., in 1874. One of my friends in the town 
was Father George, a Catholic priest.

“After we had been go- 
ing together for several 
months I received a tele- 
gram from a_ favorite 
aunt that my uncle was

“Arriving at the house, which was not far from 
the station, he knocked on the door, which was 
opened by Miss Cole herself.

‘Say, Bob, do I look just right” 
he asked. I gazed at him critically. ‘Yes, Johnny, 
you look all right to me,’ I answered. ‘Ain’t you 
feeling well this evening?” He stared at me again, 
and sighed. ‘Yes,’ he said, sort of trembly, ‘I 
reckon I feel all right, but’—— 

“He was no sooner out of the room than Jess 
took my place. ‘We’re carrying this thing too 
far,’ said Jess, as he assumed the pose we had 
been holding at the table, and puffed away on 

the pipe. 

“Johnny came back and 
Saw Jess, and gave a 
how! and ran out of the 
station. Jess and I were 
afraid then, and we both 
followed him and caught 
him out in the freight 
yard. It took us 10 min- 
utes to quiet him down 
and assure him he had 
not lost his mind. But it 
cured him of boasting 
that he could not- be 
fooled by the Nelson 
twins. 


“When Jess was work: 
ing at Logansport and I 
was at the key at West 
Point, Ind., we thought 
we would like to change 
places for a short time. 
It may not be generally 
known that the writing 
of telegraph operators on 
the wire is as individual 
and characteristic as their 
penmanship. Operators 
cannot change places, 
ordinarily without’ the 
difference in their send- 
ing the Morse characters 
being detected at once by 
the operator at the other 
end of the wire. 


“Jess and I knew that 
we could easily deceive 
the agents and others in 
our personality merely by 
exchanging clothes, but 
the psychology of our 
telegraphing was another 
thing. We were not s0 
sure of that. We were so 
nearly the same in every- 
thing—feelings, likes and 
dislikes, handwriting and 
and even thought, that it 
seemed likely that our 
sending was the same. 

“We chanced it. Now, a train dispatcher is a 
hard man to fool. He can tell by an operator’s 
sending if he is disturbed in any way; if he is 
angry, if he is below par in health and if he has 
been drinking. Most of them can detect the 
slightest difference in the feel of the hand at 
the key. If we were detected in the deception 
we were likely to be ‘fired’ in disgrace.

Bombarding The Earth With 


T is well known that should this

oceans, would instantly become gas- 
eous. Our earth would become ver} 
much like the sun is at present, and 
‘'t would take at least a m'llion years 
for it to cool off and begin to solidify 
again. 

So far and fortunately, we have not 
bumped into anything but tiny plane- 
toids, so nothing very serious has 
Pappened as yet. 

But we are being bombarded !n- 
cessantly from every side. Even our 
own sun is probably shooting things 
at us all the time. The sun is just 
about one million times larger than 
the earth: We constantly see it 
b-istling with such mighty upheavals 
that the tongues of flame are flung 
as far out as half a million miles, 

And every star that you can see

on a clear. night. each being a sun 
larger than our own sun, is bombard- 
ing our earth with shooting stars. 

Of course shooting stars in reality 
are not stars at all; they are little 
cosmic particles, often weighing much 
less than one ounce and composed 
mostly of iron and carbon. Most of 
them travel around the sun in the 
same fashion that comets do, follow- 
ing very flattened ell‘ptical trajec- 
tories. 

Sometimes it happens that the tra- 
jectory of some of these bodies crosses 
the trajectory of our own earth. If 
the little meteorite and the earth get 
to that point at the same time they 
naturally collide. 

The speed at which these corpuscles 
journey through space is marvelous— 
26 miles a second on an average. 
Over one thousand five hundred miles 
a minute! To explain how we com- 
pute it might be irksome. Take it 
for granted that I am giving the cor-~ 
rect figures. 

Now if you consider that our plan- 
et navigates around the sun at a 
speed of over one thousand miles a 
minute, you will understand that 
when the little shooting star comes 
through out atmosphere speed is add- 
ed to speed (precisely as when two 
trains pass each other ‘n opposite di- 
rections) and totals over two thou- 
sand five hundred miles a minute. 

In their discordant course through 
the solar system the comets run grave 
dangers from gravitation. As soon as 
they blunder within the radius of at- 
traction of one of our worlds-——be i 
Jupiter, Mars, Uranus, Venus, Saturn 
or the earth—they are disintegrated. 
absorbed or at least enslaved as 
satellites. 

Aside from this constant peril of 
meeting with an overpowe body, 
comets seem to carry in r own 
bosom certain causes of destruction.

Poe, the master mystifier, died in 
feverty. Conan Doyle has been 
knighted and has attained fame and 
ri hes. Than these two men the En- 
~lish-speaking world has produced no 
other writers of striking detective 
stories. 

Yet, with the rossib!e exception of 
the love story, no other class of fic- 
tion is so eagerly sought. Publish- 
ers agree, too, that at no time in 
the history of the world has there 
existed such an opportunity as the 
‘present for the ingenious writer of 
stories of this sort. Why, then, does 
not a writer of up-to-date detective 
stories step forward and reap his 

ward? 

Men now commit murder by the 
“Mnjection of disease germs, the very 
existence of which were unknown 
even to the medical profession of 
yesterday. Bandits fare forth in 
high power automobiles. Smugglers 
may cross, in airships, borders other- 
wise guarded from end to end. Cot- 
ton bills of lading are forged in the 
United States and cashed in Europe 
for millions, some of the world’s 
greatest financiers being duped there- 


by. 

To the detection of the perpetra- 
tors of these and other twentieth 
century crimes should come the aid 
of science and invention by a mod- 
ern detective, a college graduate with 
an educated, trained, logical mind. 
Justice should keep pace with crime. 

Crippen escapes to the high seas 
to find nimself entangled in a net 
of wireless. The forger cashes his 
check and is discovered because of 
a smear left on the blotter by his 
ink-covered thumb. The abscond- 
ing “boy broker” arrives at Buenos 
Ayres, where the voice of the cable has 
preceded him to his own undoing 

In the battle of wits thus entailed 
lies the material for the writer of 
up-to-date detective stories. As to 
his readers—he will not need to de- 
pend for them upon the messenger 
boys who hang breathlessly upon the 
deeds of “Old Sleuth.” 

Chief Justice White acknowledges 
& Weakness for detective stories, as 
does Henry Cabot Lodge. Darwin 
was what, if one were speaking of 
an office boy, one would call a 

fiend” of the same sort. The names 
of many men of the highest intellec- 
tual attainments could be added to 
the list. Hundreds of thousands of 
staid business and professional men 
thus find their relaxation. 

Many men of this class read onlv 
the “trashiest” sort of detect*ve 
Stories. Why? 

Because, for one chief reason, ‘hr 
high class story of the detection of 
crime is rare. Fortne beckons to 
the author capable of filling the de- 
mand. Many writers are attempting 
this. but with one exception they ure 
stupid. 


Many assert that “The Favnes 
Mystery,” by Richard Marsh. in the 
February number of a well-known 
magazine, approaches to the new 
detective story as it should develop 
out of modern conditions. 


If one analyze ‘“‘The. Barnes Mys- 

tery” he finds only one thing there- 
in that is new to “the literature of 
the detection of crime.” Yet that 
single modern touch makes a strik- 
ing, compelling story of one that 
otherwise has only the earmarks of 
the time-honored English thriller. 
_ Opening with the lone house far 
out at the end of the street, it intro- 
duces the usual elderly wealthy 
woman who lives there by herself, 
develops the fact that she has mys-t 
teriously disappeared and leads the 
reader through the customary fulmi- 
nations against Scotland Yard. 

Finally, however, there is drought‘ 
about the solution of the myste:y in’ 
such a manner as no mystery was\ 
ever solved before in a_ detective 
story—by the aid of a “lip reader!” 

A “lip reader” is not an instru- 
ment combining 
the qualities of 
the microscope 
and phonograph. 
It is a human 
being who can 
read conversation 
or thoughts b> 
watching the lips 
of speakers. 

In “The Barnes 
Mystery” the lip 
reader was a 
young woman, a 
teacher of the 
deaf and dumb. 
Accidentally and 
almost uncon- 
sciously she in- 
terprets the con- 
versation of two 
strangers by 
reading their lip 
movements. She 
learns that the

In addition to this, under acts 
nvessed before that of 1903, 25,367 
lard purchase loans are reported. for 
9 total of £9,892,000. This brings 
the total of land-purchase loans be- 
tween 1885 and _ 1910 up to about 
$4144.440.000. paid or to be paid 
264.093 land buvers. The average 
‘ize of the holdings is now reported 
‘t about thirty acres. 

This does not include town and 
city property. There are various 
other reservations. Except in pro- 
viding land in small holdings for 
refugees from the ‘congested dis- 
tricts,” and for laborers, the laws 
make no change in land titles 
against buyers. 

For comparison with the figures 
above, the new British Encyclopedia 
gives the “net value” of Irish prop- 
erty, assessed to “estate duty” in 
1906, as £16,116,000 ($80,580,000). It 
vives “lands and houses” as items in 
the national 
$77.230,000. 

This is probably based on “rata- 
ble” value, or value assessed for tax- 
ation. The difference ‘between these 
figures anc the total of between 
$500,000,000 and $600,000,000, which 
will be the cost of buving out the 
estate owners, is too great to be com- 
mented on safely at this distance. 

Agricultural land in_ Ireland 
“ratable for taxation at half 
value,” by law. In 1910 Irish “rata- 
ble values’’ were reported at 
quite $79.000,.000, while one Texas 
eounty (Harris) was assessed in 
1909-10 at $101.000.000. Arkansus 
assessed its land at $218.00v,000_ in 
that year and Iowa at $490,000,.000. 

When Ireland buys assessed values 
equal to those of one Texas county 
and pays for them more than the as- 
sessed values of all lowa land. they 
will undoubtedly be worth over $500.,- 
000,000 by the time they are fully 
paid for.

DEATH NEVER DUE 
TO NATURAL CAUSES 


R. CHALMERS MITCHELL, 8ec- 
[) retary of the Zoological Society 
‘' of London, in a lecture on 
“Problems of Ahimals in Captivity” 
at the Royal Institution recently de- 
clared that it is extremely doubtful 
if a really natural death ever does 
occur in any kind of animal, includ- 
ing man. 
Dr. Mitchell supported Metchni- 
‘iff’s theory that -the changes of 
3¢nil ty are the result of external ac- 
cidents, of the poisons of various 
diseases or of unsanitary conditions. 
If all these causes were removed 
most a-imals. including men, would 
live to a far greater aver 
do now. To an animal living in a 
perfectly hygienic world, sheltered 
from all diseases, death would event- 
ually come as the :esult of the slow 
accumulation of waste matters of all 
kinds in the tissues.

MACHINE has now been per- 
A fected which St, Louis might 

adopt as a first aid to the Aus- 
tralian ballot system in selecting

ly determine the quantity and qual- 
ity of one’s brain power.

The priests of the Greek fajgh are /encouraged 
to marry, on condition that marriage occurs be- 
fore their ordination., However, its bishops 
must be celibate, and are, therefore, usually cho- 
sen from the monastic orders. 

Another difference, rigidly adhered to in St. 
Louis, is in the administration of the sacrament 
of the Lord’s Supper.

This small expression, 
ag to historians, was one of the rocks 
which Christianity split into two streams, 
ff which, through Rome, spread over all 
”¢ except Russia and Greece and from Eu- 
‘a most every. corner of the earth. The 


other stream, starting at Constantinople, over- 
ran Russia and Siberia, Greece, the. Ionian 
Islands, Asia Minor, most of Western Asia 
except Syria and Egypt. 

By rejecting “‘filioque,”’ the Greeks deny the 
Roman doctrine known to theologians as “the 
double procession of the Holy Ghost.” The 
Greeks hold that the Holy Ghost proceeded only 
from the paternal member of the Trinity; while 
the Romans maintain that the procession was 
from both the F4ther and Son. 

In the Greek Church, instrumental music is 
prohibited and women are forbidden to sing. 
The chants for male voices, however, are said 
to have reached a high stage of excellence. In 
every Greek place of worship are many pictures 
of the Virgin and of the Saints, but no stat- 
ues, these being rejected as idols and graven 
images. 

Contrary to general belief, the Greek churches 
of the United States are not all under the su- 
premacy of the patriarch at Constantinople. Upon 
the establishment of the modern kingdom of 
Greece, its faith was organized into a state re- 
ligion, as in Russia, and the headship transferred 
from the patriarch to. a holy synod at Athens. 

The tiny chapel of St. Anthony the Hermit 
at 614 South Broadway is a memento of one of 
the most celebrated heresies, so-called, in the 
history of the Greek church. The name of Mar- 
onites, which the congregation adopts from St. 
Maron, its patron saint, is celebrated in his- 
tory, and the sect today embraces a fellowship 
of a quarter of a million souls in Syria. It is 
one of the few religious bodies in Asia which 
recognize the authority of the Pope. 

The Maronite sect was founded by St. Maron, 
whose hermit cell was on the slope of cedared 
Mount Lebanon. “Maron, a. saint or savage,” 
sneers Gibbon, historian of the decadent Roman 
Empire, “displayed his religious madness in Sy- 
ria in the fourth century.” 

His followers originated what was known as 
the “Monothelite. heresy,” which agitated the 
councils of the church for many years. They held 
stubbornly that the two natures of Christ, the 
divine and the human, were actuated by one will. 

For this belief the Maronites were harried 
with fire and sword by the orthodox ‘emperors 
at Constantinople, and at one time 15,000 of them 

were forcibly colonized 
in Thrace. Their obsti- 
nacy was voiced by one 
of their bishops, who de- 
Clared that he had rather 
be cut piecemeal and 
thrown into the sea than 
admit that Jesus of Na- 
zareth had two. wills. 
They persisted in this 
opinion for eight centu- 
ries, but abjured it when 
Syria was overwhelmed 
by the Latin Crusaders, 
and became _ reconciled 
with Rome. 

The Maronites of St. 
Louis boast that the an- 
cient Syriac; in which 
their masses and liturgy 
are embodied, was the 
very language spoken by 
Christ himself.

The Slav-Catholics of St. Louis, who worship 
at the Holy Trinity Church, Twelfth street and 
Park avenue, are not Russians, following the 
Greek rites, but are from Slavonia, a province 
in Hungary, and belong to the Roman Catholic 
church. For two weeks before Christmas the 
men of the congregation take up the trade of 
Joseph, the stepfather of Christ, and with car- 
penter’s tools construct tables, chairs,’ benches or 
any wooden object of household use.. The chips 
and shavings are scrupulously preserved, for use 
in a rite which savors somewhat of paganism. 

Just before midnight on Christmas Eve they 
make a great bonfire of the noarded chips, and 
in the smoke which arises their vision of faith 
is enabled to see the souls of their dead and to 
discern the malevolent demons that work evil 
upon Slavonic households. At the same time 
the phantoms of the good and beloved dead 
become visible, the devotees fancy, and enter into 
communion with the living. 

Another Roman Catholic Church derived from 
Austria-Hungary is that of St. Joseph at Elev: - . 
enth street and Chouteau avenue. Its congrega- 
tion is composed of natives of Croatia cat tan ST. JOSEPHS, 


descendants. 11™ AND CHOUTEAU 


A third Roman Catholic body from Emperor 
Joseph’s dominions is that of St. John of Nepo- 
muk at Twelfth and Soulard streets, which is the rallying point of the 
Bohemian or Czeck colony of St. Louis. Their patron saint, John of 
Nepomuk or Pomuk, obtained martyrdom and canonization as a result 
of the steadfastness with which he kept a Queen’s secrets, the chron- 
icles relate. 

In the fourteenth century he was confessor to the consort of 
Wenceslas of Bohemia, and was required by the King to tell what he 
knew of the Queen’s life. The priest refused, and the King, having first 
put John to the torture, at which he personally’ presided, had him tied 
hand and foot and flung into the Moldau River. His feast, on May 16, 
is celebrated with all possible splendor by his St. Louis followers. 

The Polish colony of St. Louis celebrates Christmas with unusual 
magnificence at St. Stanislaus Roman Catholic Church on Twentieth 
street near Cass avenue. Just before dawn on Christmas day, the shep- 
herds who “watched their flocks by night,” impersonated by 100 boys in 
costumes of 2000 years ago, wend their way in an imposing procession 
to the church, and repeat the reverential ceremony of offering gifts to 
the Infant Jesus in the stable at Bethlehem. 

At the altar of the church stands a life-like representation of the 


scene of the Nativity, showing figures of the Holy Family. Each boy 


carries a shepherd’s crook and a gift for either the Infant Christ, the 
Virgin or Joseph. The presents consist of food, raiment, drink or some 
useful household article. But here and there will be seen a sturdy little 
shepherd leading a sheep or lamb as his contribution. The spectacular 
effect of the entire ceremony is impressive,
